This disinfection- Is superintended bj 
Dr. W. L. Ilomaan, a Hamburg govern- 
ment surgeon, who usee the Hamburg 
police department seal on his certifi- 
cates of disinfection. 

Further, the crew* of vessels carrying 
immigrants are medically examined by 
Dr. Homann and Ds. Nash, a deputy oi 
Dr. Jenkins, the health officer In New 
York. These physicians issue a Joint 
certificate as to this examination. All 
passengers not traveling In the saloon 
medically examined before embark 
ing by Dr. Homann in his capacity a> 
government surgeon and by a physician 
of the steamship aamp&oy. 

This examination Is mode In the pres- 
ence of either the consul or vice-consul, 
and a certlacffte to that effect Is an- 
nexed to the passenger ma til foe to oJ 
the vessel hoth oi the physicians issu* 
a certifies** beerides which declares the 
passengers to be in good health and 
free from all infectious diseases.

They frequently profess 
an ardent love for the Union veterans, 
but they grandiloquently proclaim that 
the pension roll should be a roll of 
honor. They declare that the claims of 
unworthy persons, supplemented by 
fraudulent claims of widows and or- 
phans, comprise an important part of 
the whole pension roll. A few figures 
from the official records throw much 
light on this question. 

There were enlisted and mustered 
into the service t&ifill soldiers, seu- 
men and marines during the civil war. 
Of these It Is estimated that 1,024.!** 
are dead. It is a fair presumption that 
most of them left widows, children or 
dependent parents. Yet on the pension 
roll June 30th. l*v_>. were onlj 168,871 
widows and orphans, with 1M.239 claims 
of this character to be passed upon. If 
the whole number of waiting claims are 
allowed It will make a total of 315,110, 
leaving 700,834 dead soldiers unrepre- 
sented on the pension list by widow, or- 
phan or dependent father or mother. 
In view of these facts the widow and 
orphan pension list most be exempted 
from the charge of fraud. 

s to deserters, the total number re- 
corded throughout the war was 117,24*. 
Of these 26,542 subsequently were freed 
from the charge of desertion and re- 
ceived an honorable discharge. Not 
more than 17,880 of these survive. Since

While Crossing the C, H. & D. Rail- 
road Tracks.

Cincinnati, March IS. — A miraculous 
escape from death wm the lot of John 
Ores, his wife, son and tittle grand- 
daughter early Saturday morning. 

The family reside on a farm near Del- 
hi, and were seated in their wag-on, 
Which was loaded with garden track. 

They were on their way to market, 
and were driving slowly along Cswr 
street When Hearing the C, H. A D. 
tracks, the older Dres looked out, and 



drove ahead. 

Just as he got upon the 
engine No. 60 came thou 

The engineer saw the w*gon and tried 
to stop, but failed. 

The ocenpanteof th* wagon saw their 
danger, but before they could seek safe- 
ty in Jumping, the engine struck the 
vehicle. 

The wagon, instead of being tossed to 
one side, was thrown up against the 
front and side of the engine In some 
way the running gears on the bottom oi 
the wagon caught onto the brass run- 
ning rod of the locomotive and held on. 
The frightened occupants kept theli 
places by holding to the sides of the 
wagon. 

In this way thejr were carried a hun 
dred feet before the engine could be 
stopped. 

The frightened screams of the woman 
and the chiW, together with the nolst 
of the crash, attracted a large oumbei 
of persona, who witnessed the nove! 
sight of an engine carrying a wagon 
with its human freight hanging onto it 

When It was finally stopped the pale 
•aid frightened oooupante olambered 
from their precarious positions, ami 
reached the ground in safety, save the 
aider Dres. lie made no attempt to get 
from the wagon, and when some of the 
railroad men went to him they found
